Co-Sponsors Bill For 
Consumei Oil Rebates 

[Washington, D.C.t - Cóngressman Ronald V. Dellums of 
Cölifomla hasjoiped tn co-sponsoring legislatian which couldïead to 
rebates to American consumers for alt fees illegally collected under 
the President r s oil import tariff program, 

Dellums joined Cnngrcssman Robcrt Drinan in sponsoring the bill 
which woufd require that any oil fees that have been co! I cc tod under 
the oil fee system must be preserved in trust for distribution to the 
consumcrs who have hnnm the rost óf the tariff. Pending a final 
decision by the Suprème Court, the Federal Energy Administratiorv 
is olso direcled to aubmit to Congress a plan for the eventual 
redistnbutinn of funds through an equitable rebat^ system. 

The oil import fees wero put into effect by President Ford in 
Jiinuary and April nf this year, fïnally reaching a k+vel of £2.60 per 
barre! of importod oil. Delluma pointed out that thruugh the 
impoaition of this tariff, Americans have paid art extraordinary SI .36 
biilinn in increased energy prices in 1975, a burden which has 
largely tallen on Inw and middle income groups. 

"In hI most all cases, the higher energy prices which resulted 
ffora the Lariffs were passed on directly Ln the cimsumer,” Dellums 
said, 

A Jawsutt filed by sévcrnl oil compames could lead to S60n million 
in oil fees being turned back to these firma, Dellums considers this 
an outrago" that wou ld rosult in "enormous windfall profite at the 
expenseof primanly low and middle incr>me groups."

The Special Revïêw Commit- 
Lee, » ihree-member panel 
huïuied by New York at torn ey 
John J. McCloy, said in it$ 
208-page report to the Securities 
and Exchange Commissjon fSFX] 
and the U.S. Court for the District 
of Colombia, “'The activity tpay- 
mcnls to politicümsl was gener- 
ally clandcatinc and in disregard 
of federal as well as a nurnher of 
state stuluLes. ” 

As reported in The New York 
Tim es, the Committee made 
public the details of foreign 
paymenti previmjsly disclosed as 
well as ihe existence nf a "gray 
fund" for giving tips and pres¬ 
ents to “rolatively low-ievc! 
governmental porsonn q\' " with 
whom Gulf had contact in South

IradicLory rumors, U,S. mililary 
tochnofogy has developed a 
weapnns eyst^m which uses 
Inser (teams tedestroy targets, 

The U.S. Army now hns a 
prototype laser weapon system 
designed te fill Lhe air defeiise 
rr>3e in modern combot, The new 
Mobile Test Unit (MTU) consists 
of a tracked vehicle armed with a 
laser, repnrte Recon magazine. 

Currenlly undergOÏlTg tests at 
White SandE Pro ving Grounds in 
the Arüuma desert, the MTU is 
crapable of ïiterally sliring off the 
wiitgs of aircrafi. lts range, of 
approximately three mi les, is 
Limited only by its own tracking 
equipmem , 

The Army first asked for $5,2 
miJlion to build the MTU in fiscai 
year 1974, but Cnngress cut this 
item frOm Ehe budget, How the 
Army funded the MTL’ remains a 
mystcry smce ihid project has 
liever receivfd Cmigr triona! ap- 
proval.

hoineless as a result of Lhe fire 
that folio wed, 

The two White Panther Party 
members are currently serving a 
five and one-half year-todife 
sontonre; 5lovens al San Quontin 
and Phillips l at Tracey Stevens 
was initially denied the riglit ijf 
self-represenlation, and several 
traditional prineiples of law r were 
ignored by the courts in the effort 
to secure these convictions. 

Stevens and Phillips chosc to 
use the courts in an attempi to 
expose the pnhee crimes in Lhe 
July 12 raid, through a federal 
court suit, Thev wcrc subse- 


quontly sjhjrclcd in retidiatory 
orrests nearly six months aft er 
the incident and then nffered a 
deal of straight ptobation for 
guilty pleas, a move desi^ned lo 
avoid it public trial.

In a letter lo Senator 
James Eastland, headof the Sonate Judiciary Committee, the Army 
fitated that lhe Wounded Knee massacre was merely a "heated and 
spomaneous battle' f in which both sides got ' carried away,” 

Yernon Bellecourt, a national coördinator of Lhe American Indian 
Mo vemen t (AIM1. culted the Army's report “false and 
hypocritical.” As rcpnrtcd in The New York Times y ine Deloria. Sr., 
a Sioux ciergyman in Fierre, South Dakota, stated, "One thing is 
sure, il was n ma.ssocre, pure and simple. U's fantastic to trj r to 
whitewash it now," 

Senator Abourek calleri it ‘ nu trage ous'’ for the Army lo deny Lhat 
the wanton killing at Wounded Knee did not tako piace and te 
attempi to deny Wounded Knee heirs this token payment, which 
woukl amount Lo nbout £600,000.

Then I waiked out of the office. 
They did nol knmv how to deal

When E was chapged and 
brotight to trial* I dëfended 
myself again. The case revol ved 
zironnd kientifying the books. The 
man knew thaL his books had 
been stolen; the bnnkJtore knew 
they had lost some books* Iden- 
tification had nol been made, but 
[ was charged with a thefL. i had 
stashed the books oway go that 
nobody could locate them* Eind 
when 1 catiie to enurt, T tefl them 
behind. They brougbt me lo trial 
without any factual evidcnce 
againsl me, and E beat the case 
with the Jefensè I conducted* 
parlicularly my cross-examina- 
Lion* 

The woman who owned the 
bookstore took the stand. The 
previmis yoar, on Christmas Eve, 
she had invited me to her home* 
and I had seen her off and on 
after that, When I was unwilling 
to continue a relationship with 
her, she became angry. \ wanted 
to bring thïs out* but when 1 
begon this line of questioning* 
the judge was nutraged and 
stopped it. By this Urne, howèver, 
she had breken down in tears on 
the stand, and it was apparent to 
the jury by the questions I asked 
and her reaction to them that she 
had persen al reagens for testify* 
ing ugainst me. 

When the Dean testified. I 
reaily wem to work. Altbough no 
books were entered into evi- 
dcnce. he .said thal 1 had in mv 
pnssessirn some bnoks identical 
Lo thoso on the list the day the 
police brought me Ui his office. ! 


askerf him, °Well, if the police 
we re right there, why didoT you 
put me under arrest?" He said*

I 
was conlèmpLuous of the whole 
system of expkntaLmn. whïeh I 
was coming to understand botter 
and botter. 

I knew what the jury was 
thinking, and when the Dean said 
that he did not knoiv his rights* I 
used his ignorante lo my ad- 
vantage. People automstically 
think, ll You metm you're a 
college professor and you don't 
know something that's basic and 
sunple?" Onee I planted this idoa 
in the minds of the jurors, it 
completeiy negatnd the Dean's 
testimony . 

I lold the jury that I collccted 
books, which 1 did, traded and 
sold them* and that [ i:ad some 
volumes similar to these named 
in the indictment - game narnes, 
aulhors, and sn forth. When they 
wanted to view the books. I nsked 
the judge if I could go home and 
get them. The judge said that he 
could not stop a trial in the middle 
lil was a midemeanor case) to let 
me go home.

These observers alsn póint ogi 
that most often Black and peor 
people’s illnesses are mueb more 
real and serieus Lhan Lhnse of 
Inrge numbers of the w r cll-heeled 
White middle and upper ctass 
patients. If the ‘high claes" 
doctors of snuthem CaÜfornia are 
pompei led tn treat these illnesses. 
their work loads would be heavier 
and demands on thoir skills and 
knowiedge would jbc greater, 

Finally, the plan l« compel 
doctors to spend time in rural 
areas where the number of 
doctors and physicians is small 
and the need is very great is 
widely opposed by the city- 
oriented doctors who have no
